The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
prior art does not teach a method for transmitting data representing image or 
audio data including information on a frame rate and frame identification 
information for each frame such that in the event that a plurality of frames are 
included within the reference frame period, the frame identification information 
indicates the identification of each of the plurality of frames and the order of the 
plurality of frames within the reference frame period. Therefore, the claims are 
allowed over the prior art.
